Kan Francisco, May 80.— Only mea 
gi'i and untatitfactory advices have 
boeu received here reganliug the foan 
drrin^ of the Pacific Mail Bteamer at 
Manz.iiiina, Mex., Tnosday uight. The 
otliuals of tliu Pacific Mail persist in 
the statement that they liave receivcrt 
uu informatioQ of the wreck of the 
steamer, and they hsTe tried to dis 
oredit entirely the ttatementi of the 
diRaitter.^ 

Several dispatches have been rsoeiyed 
by the Merchants' Ezohang* and by 
private shipping flroui, all oonflrming 
the tale of the ocean tragedy, and vary- 
ing only in the minnteness of the iu- 
forniation conveyed. Capt.uu Pitts of 
the fte.iuier 8an Juan telegraphea that 
be picked up a boat coiitaiuiiii; )() ja'; 
H( ijs, 14 of wiiom were passengers and 
live meini*rs of the crew of tlie Colinia. 

The rt s( u: d boathiad was taken to 
Miii.Kauiihi, and then flie steamer Sau 
Jiiaii starte<l out aKain in search of 
other houtti from the Colinia, the pre- 
mimption bem;; that tlie balance of the 
pu!<sen;,'er9 and crew were atioat in the 
oilier boats ot the Colinia.

ABOUT ONE H UNDR ED DROWNED.

CORRUNA, May 30.— Additional de- 
tails have been received h' re of the lo>-< 
of the French steamer Dom Pedro ort 
C... Corrubedo, on the west coast of 
Ga^.cia, ou Monday evening. Tlw 
weather at tlie time-of the accident w.i 
fine and the sea was calm, but the Dom 
Pedro struck ou rocks which ure dilli 
cult to locate except by local men, even 
in fine weather. • 
There was a terrible Kho<.>k as the steam- 
er Ktrnck oud a fearful panic followed, 
esp«i!ittlly among the women, who 
screamed wildly for help, oansiug all the 
other pttseugers to kae Iheir heads. 
They tried to seize the boats, life pre- 
servert an<l other c^ijecta capable of sup- 
porting them la the water. In order to 
prevent the paaaeuiiers from sinking the 
boats in lowering them, the captain was 
obliged to threaten them with a re 
vulver in hia hand. Mauy persons kept 
afloat after the steamer foondered by 
e ingiiig to wreckage until reaoaad by 
bouu ui fiahemen, who put oT from 
tiie riliore. 

It is estimated that about 100 people, 
most of whom were paii.scnger.-<, iiMt 
their lives. The Dom Pe<h^ was to 
have taken ou board 200 additional pas- 
6«-iigerN at Carril. They were neariy all 
emigrMiit.4 bound for the Argentine re- 
imblic. It i* reported that the captain 
and the "ifl survivors are being cared for 
by the autli 1 II' s ashore.

Wa'^hinoto.n, May 20.— The remui ia 
of Walter Q. (tveshniii, the dead wm 
t.iry of sf;!fe, ;,i (-.iiip.i'j.e I by President 
Clevi l iiid and every member of h 
cabinet, and the sorrowing family left 
Washington at 1J:15 o'd^'k ou a special 
ti.i.u for Chicago, where the final iutep- 
nieiit will take place. 

The funen>l hervices here were abso- 
lutely devoid of ostentation, but tin- 
fact only served to deepen the profouiiu 
impression which it ureatetl.' In life 
(Secretary Gresham had loved most tlie 
military career of his ardent yonth, and 
Qf all his titles had been fondest of th.it 
of general, which he hod won -on the 
buttletieid. In death he was wrapped 
in the stars and stripes and given a sol- 
dier's funeral. 

The whole city mourned the nation's 
loss. Kvery department of the govern- 
ment was closed, every flag in Wash- 
ing at half mast. All the regular troops 
in und about Washington, cavalry, ar- 
tillery and infantry escorted the re- 
mains to the railroad station. 

Mrs. Ureshain, the stricken wife, was 
so overcome by her giief that she was 
unable to attend the services at the 
White House.

CROP PROSPECTS IN THIS STATE. 

What the Kentucky Weathtr Service 
^ taya of the Ou'look artbi 
Present Time.

The weather cond tion.s of the past 
week were, upon the whole, favorable to 
all crops. The average temperature waa 
ci,iisi.l(»rahly less than the normal, and 
D.i the 2-M severe frosts occurred in a 
•Vsv localities, some slight damage being 
reported from them. Lesa than an aver- 
aw'c amount of sunshine was received, and 
during the last half of the week rain fell 
throughout the greater portion of tiie 
state.^ These showers, though much 
needed and very beneficial, were not 
sutiicient to give a normal amount of 
precipitation In most localities, though, 
111 some few sections, the faea^ rains of 
.<^unday resulted* in an excess. 

The general tone of reports received 
to-day is mach more encouraging than 
tiiat shown by thoee of last week. Veg- 
etation of all kinds Is making some pro- 
gress toward recovery from tne set-back 
it received from the cool wave earlier in 
the month. All crops are still behind 
their normal condition at this season, but 
w^th favorable weather conditions from 
n.iw on they will recover very rapidiy. 

Wiiilf there are still niiuiy compl.iuif*! 
uf d.imaire from cut-worms, it i.-! evident 
that the lavaires of this pe^t are rapidly 
(hiniiiishiii>:. Many correspondents state 
that the worms have decreased in num- 
bers, and a few that they liave entirely 
disappeared. It i-^ believed that within 
the next ten days report^ of daiua;;!' fi'Un 
tlieiii will have i)racti(;all y ccapt'd. The 
principal eireot of their i re-ence will lie 
to make crops which have sufl'ered from 
them very late in comiua: to maturity 
since much replanting hasbeen rendered 
necessary by them. 

The reports as to the c.indition of wheat 
are somewhat contlictiu>j. but it is evi- 
dent that the average outlook ia slightly 
less favorable than it was sometime ago. 
There are many complaints of rust this 
week and the Hessian fij, which was 
reported from only a few counties last 
week, a))pear8 to be gradually spreading 
to other sections of the State. Except in 
a few localities, no serious injury from it 
has yet been rjubrted. Generally speak- 
ing, the preseK outlook for the crop is 
fairly favorable. 

The growth of corn lias been retarded 
by unfavorable influences to a greater 
extent than any other crop. The por- 
tion wliich escaped the cut worms was 
damaged bv frost, and some time will 
be required for it to recover from the 
effects of the cold. Its progress during 
the past week was trifling. ■ but witn 
warmer weather it will make a rapid 
growth. A very large portion of the 
crop was so damaged by worms as to 
make replanting necessary, and a great 
deal of tnis work was accomplished dur- 
ing the week. Many farmers were 
obligeil to replant a second time. The 
prospects are that corn will be very Ute 
this season on account of these draw- 
backs, but the general opinion of farmers 
is, that, with seasonable Weather, a good 
crop can be made. 

The weather • conditions have been 
favorable t') the transplanting of tobacco, 
and a ^'leat deal of this work was done 
during the week. Transplanting is now 
progressing in all the tol)acco raising 
counties except the extreme easterly 
ones. In the southern counties the 
plants are of good size and very plentiful, 
out in the central and eastern section, 
they are reported to be small and scarce 
in some localities. Some reports of 
damage from worm and insects are re- 
ceived. 

Oats and barley are generally reported 
to be in promising condition. 

Hemp is doing well and has attained 
an average growth of about aix Inches. 

Garden products are making very 
slow progress toward recovery from the 
efl'ects of the recent cold. Much re- 
planting has been necessary, and the 
'outlook is that all crops of this kind will 
be very late. Potatoes appear to have 
suffered lesa than otl^'er garden truck, 
and In many localities, they are repoi teil 
to be in excellent condition. 

Pastures and meadows have been Im- 
proved by the recent raios and are gen* 
erally very good. 

The outlook for fruits remains practi- 
cally the same as that reported last we6k. 
There is quite a general complaint that 
apples are dropping ofi'inlarge numbers.
